“The world is a book and he that stays at home has 


seen but one page.” : 


With this philosophical quotation in mind, Allan Gar- 
ner, SAC sophomore, took a “free lance” trip to Europe 
two years ago and opened the chapters of beautiful cul- 


tures in European lands. 

“A friend of mine whom I met 
in the Coast Guard accompanied 
me on the whirlwind trip through 
Btrope and together we covered 
17,000 miles visiting everything 
from Gypsy dances to the

Freighter Fun 
Traveling aboard a_ freighter, 
the boys began their journey in 
April of 1958 with money they had

Many a night were spent in hay- 
stacks or in youth hostels and this 
is where the young men found 
“the most. wonderful people and 
helpful people in these strange 
lands.” 


Instilled Visions 

Allen’s memories are .not con- 
fined to the usual tourist spots of 
Spain, France, and Germany. But 
he has instilled visions of the time 
he saw Christ’s footprints and the 
time he was in the audience of the 
Pope in Vatican City . . . visions 
which will implant themselves in 
his lifetime memoirs. 

“Many embarrassing moments 
awaited our carefree habitation 
while in Europe. I remember the 
time we were hitch-hiking out of 
Berlin and a fellow offered us a 
ride. When his engine blew up 
several miles down the road, we 
realized he was headed in the 
wrong direction and we would have 
ended up in Poland,” Allen remin- 
isced. 

There were many unusual things 
to be remembered by two young 
men on a “do-it-yourself” trip of 
this sort such as the times Allen 
got a haircut in Spain for 30 
cents or the time he saw a Danish 
clock that gained four seconds in 
3,000 years. Even the times when 
the boys had to sleep on straw- 
filled mattresses in the middle of a 
barnyard create an illusion of ex- 
citement. 

Hopes To Return 

“It was indeed the most won- 
derful experience of my life and I 
am hoping to return soon,” Allen 
said. 

In the meantime, he is planning 
to attend San Jose State College 
next fall and continue his educa- 
tion in the field of politics.
